As was told tn the late edition of Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, Butler gave bond im- 
mediately after learning of the indictment. 
The bond was in the sum of $1000, with 
James Campbell, the stock broker, as

He had anticl- 
pated the issuance of the bench warrant, 
and had arranged with the sheriff to give 
bend without the formality of an arrest in 
case an indictment should be returned. 

When the warrant was asked for in court 
Friday afternoon, a telephone message was 
sent to Butler from the sheriff's office. 
The message found Butler at his office on 
Tenth street. 

Driving to the Four Courts, Butler pre- 
sented himself without delay at the sheriff's 
office and asked that a telephone message 
be sent to James Campbell. The message 
was sent, and the bondsman arrived lb 
minutes later. 


Indictment Not 
Returned to Court. 


The amount of the bond was fixed at 
$1000, and when it had been signed, Butler 
and Campbell went their respeotive ways. 

The indictment which served as the basis 
for the bench warrant has not been re- 
turned into court, and the allegations on 
which attempted bribery is charged have 
thus not officially been made public. 

It is well known, however, that the in- 
dictment sprung from the charges made 
by Dr. H. N. Chapman and Dr. Albert 
Merrell of the board of health. 

Dr. Chapman stated, in an interview 
published in the Post-Dispatch of Feb. 16, 
shat Butler had offered him $2500 as a 
“present’’ while the approval of the gar- 
bage contract was pending before the 
Board of Health. 

He said the same offer had been made 
to Dr. Merrell. Both offers were refused. 

Councilman W. R. Hodges, Dr. Chap- 
man’s father-in-law, said that Dr. Chap- 
man had told him that Butler tried to 
thrust the money on him and Dr. Merrell. 
The accepted version of the incident is that 
Butler tried to place a roll of bills in the 
front of the physicians’ vests.

But the socicty craves sensation. So 
one chap, a little more bcred than his fel- 
lows, goes in for the occult—-for soul study. 
soul catching, magic mirrors, swapping 
personalities and other choice bits, breath- 
less follies which just now are popular in 
some quarters. This chappie, who isnt a 
bad sort, indeed is a very decent fellow 
when he isn't tired, makes things interest- 
ing for himself ard his friends until they 
get tired again. By and by his conscience 
and manhood are awakened by a woman— 
a real woman, and strangely enough he be- 
comes a man. 

The reader will recognize some of the 
characters in this book. They have been 
made familiar in the columns of the néews- 
papers. 

The skill and fidelity of the portraiture 
of shadow men and women displayed in 
this book deserve praise. ; 

It is not a highly moral book. It is_ not 
written to meet a moral proposition. It is 
not written for the unsophisticated. but 
one might find a moral in it—the utter 
weariness of the vapid and aimless life ana 
the vanity and vexations of social and 
theatrical ambition. We may find also the 
sham of social and literary pretension. 

But one thing must be said for the book 
—it is interesting. If you pick it up you 
will not be likely to put it down until you 
nave reached the end of the author’s clever 
sayings and ingenious devices for holding 
your attention.

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PHILOSOPHICAL work of great im- 
portance is Benjamin Kidd's ‘Prin- 
ciples of Western Civilization.’’ 
This, it would seem, is the first volume 

of a new ‘“‘aystem of evolutionary philos- 


ophy,”’ but is complete in itself. 

Mr. Kidd's mind Is notable for its integ- 
rity and continuity. This book is the nat- 
ural successor of ‘“‘Social Evo!ution,”’ pub- 
lished some vears ago. The thought is 
essentially the same, but unfolded, de- 
velonsd and freshly applied. 

The author supplies what he belleves to 
be a correction to the current doctrine of 
progress. The philosophers of England, in- 
cluding Spencer, find the law in present ef- 
ficiency; rather, thinks this author, prog- 
ress cepends upon future efficiency. 

“The imagination of the early Darwin- 

” says Mr. Kidd, ‘‘had been impressed 
the struggle for existence as they 
perceived it in the immediate foreground. 
Tt was the effects on the existing individ- 
uals of this ceaseless contemporary strug- 
gie which occupied their attention, and 
became the subject of most of their 
theories. In the larger view which now be- 
gins to prevail, what we see is, as it were, 
the battleground on which natural selec- 
tion produces the most impcrtant results 
in the struggle of life projected into the 
vast stretches of the future. It is those ap- 
parently irresolvable phenomena of repro- 
agucuon, sex. variation, death and heredity 
which become in this respect the centers 
of struggle sround which the main prob- 
lems of efficiency In the drama of evolu- 
tion are worked out by the iaw of natural 
selection. I, the struggle, as we now begin 
to see it, the interests of the individual and 
the present alike are presented as overlaid 
by the interests of a majority which is al- 
ways in the future.”’ 

This. Mr. Kidd calls the law of “project- 
ed efficiency.’ 

All the observed phenomena are subord- 
inate to this law. The trust movement, for 
instance, is an attempt to™sacrifice both 
past and future to the present... The trust 
is a masterpiece of greed and must give 
way to a sanér, more social development. 
It is the last word of competition. 

The law of projected efficiency will work 
out through the Anglo-Saxon conception of 
equality, which cannot be fitted into any 
present fact but is an ineradicable affec- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon character. 

The book is rich and suggestive. It will 
inform and stimulate.

The preservation of Exposition Music

library, which passed the City Counel] Fri- 
day afternoon. 

Another clause of the bill provides that 
the selection of the site shall not be bind- 
ing until it is approved by Andrew Car- 
negie or some person authorized to repre 
sent him. 

Both these requirements were added to 
the original bill as amendments, offered by 
Ccuncilman Gibson, who voted against the 
bill after they had been added to it. 

Subject to the limitations imposed by 
these two amendments, the board of 4di- 
rectors of the Public Library are author- 
ized by the bill to purchase the rights, 
property ani franchises of the Bt. Fouls 
oxposition and Music Hall Association. 

The bill must pass the House of Dele- 

ates and receive the mayor’s approval be- 
ore becoming a law. 


BILLS FOR BETTER STREETS 


Twelve Reconstruction Measures Pass 
the House of Delegates and Four 
the Council. 


Twelve ordinances for the reconstruction 
of streets were passed Friday evening by 
the House of Delegates. Four similar bills 
were passed by the Council. 

The reconstructions which the House 
passed on aro as follows:

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THE JUDGES ON THE FRANCHISE CASE 


“The Post-Dispatch’s interviews with the judges of the state 
supreme court on the decision tn the franchise mandamus case 
make interesting reading because it brings out the attitude of 
the supreme court towards a question of great importance to the 
people of the state. : 

None of the judges, except Judge Robinson, would discuss any- 
thing except the question of the propriety of talking about the 
decision. None would discuss the merits of the question. It was 
to be expected that none would exceed the record in the matter 
of opinign. 

But Judge Robinson frankly stated that he had given the mat- 
ter Uttle consideration and in view of the public expressions on 
the subject he regretted that he had not given it more. He indl- 
cated that if certain facts about the assessment of franchises 
had been presented, the result might have been different. 

All of this emphasizes the regret that the court did not consider 
the petition upon its merits after a hearing. Of course the decision 
must be accepted as the judgment of the court as to the pro- 
priety of granting the writ, but a decision after a full hearing 
would have been more satisfactory from every standpoint. 

If it ie possible, as Judge Robinson suggested might be done, 
to reopen the case !n another way, that way should be found. 

It would be worth while to discover whether a clear inequity in

ELECT SENATORS BY THE PEOPLE. 


Senator Bérry of Arkansas grossly offended the dignity of the 
Senate the other day by asking that the Senate committee on 
privileges and elections be instructed to stop smothering bills 
authorizing the submission! of a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the election of senators by the people. 

The House has passed several bills of this kind. They go to 
the Senate, where they are gravely referred to the committee 
in question and that’s the last of them. 

The reason is that the election of senators by the people is not 
favored by the majority of the Senate. 

That the majority of the Senate does not agree with the ma- 
jority of the people is evident from the fact that 30 state legisla- 
tures have declared for popular elections. 

The people want to elect senators themselves. The politicians 
who buy togas and the predatory corporations prefer the pres- 
ent method. 

Theoretically election by the legislature is not without much 
to commend it. And some very good men, Senator Hoar among 
them, cling to it tenaciously. But practically it results in cor- 
ruption and lowers the tone of the Senate through thé election of 
men of shady character, who represent all but the public in- 
terest.
